A NEW APPLICATION OF AN 
BUIE. 
In article s .coed of the Constitution of 
tho United Stales it is provided that “each 
State shall appoint, in such manner as the 
Legislature thereof may direct, a number 
of electors (.qual to the whole number cl 
Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled in Congree? 
and 
the only restraint put up >n the Legislature 
in regard to the time, luau m r and place ol 
choosing such electors, 
that Conure* • 
may dc* armine the lune w i n lucy shall 
bo selected, and the day when the elect Tai 
votes shall Le counted. 
Tne present law 
of Congress Is that the electors shall bu 
chosen on the Tuesday ai.cr the first Mon­ 
day iii November, aud the electoral votes 
shall be cist iu tho repent lye States cm 
the first Wednesday in December follow­ 
ing. 
Apart from that restriction, there is no 
limit on the power of the Legislature as to 
the manner in which the electors shall be < 
Appointed. 
Hie decision under the Con- j 
stltutiou resD entirely with the Legislative 
body or each Sfate. 
It may exercise th 1* : 
right Use’!, or It eau delegate it to the E x- • 
ecqtive or J u lie t ; '1 departments of the 
State Government, or it e ta allow the j 
exercise of the choice by the people them­ 
selves. 
It has been the custom of the Lug- | 
islatures of most of the State' to provide 
by law for the selection ct electors by 1 
popular vote. 
The oniy exception to the 
rule has been in tbe Slate ot South Caroli- 1 
na, where since the establishment of the 
National government uutil 1303, the ek e - j 
tors 
were 
always 
chos- ; 
ca 
by 
the 
Legslaturc. 
It 
is now proposed in some directions to ex­ 
tend this manner of selecting tho members 
of the Electoral College.

tain, and in a manner saetioued by Demo­ 
cratic usage. 
It would avoid the agony, 
turmoil, and expense of a protracted c jd- 
test and secure the same result in a simple 
and legitimate way. 
Certainly the Dome * 
crats would not object to th :s way of elect­ 
ing a President, because it is a new apph- 
cationofan old ru'e established by the 
Democrats themselves.

Yesterday morning at the Baptist church 
Moung Edwin, a native Karen, ^ave a very 
interesting addrr‘9 on “ Tho Triumphs ot 
Christianity »n Burmah.” 
Moung Edwin’s 
lather was a Buddhist priest, aud wa9 af­ 
terward converted to CkrGtianity -iud is 
now pastor of a B aptist church there- 
This sou came to this ^country ab.yUt ten 
years ago and has put in his time getting 
aa education. Ile took a collegiate course 
at Columbia college, and then a full theo­ 
logical course. Then thinking he ought 
to jknow something of law, he took a 
course of that, and bos thus ,fitt' I himself 
for effective work in life. Ile h s traveled 
about this country considerably*, aud has 
evidently been a close observer of customs, 
and of people. 
His intentions’are to soon 
return to the old country, visiting England 
and other countru s of Europe, It »mo and 
Palestine, and thence to Burmah, where 
he 
will 
engage 
iq 
mi; mnary 
labors 
among 
his 
own 
people. 


In h is’discourse yesterday morning he 
narrated many interesting facts concern­ 
ing Burmah aud his own tribe, the Karens 
He drew a striking comparison between 
the effect of Buddhism and Christianity. 
In Bmdoo the Brahmins were highly edu­ 
cated men. 
They were philc'ophers and 
they had a literature which w* s hundreds 
of years old. Tha people looked up rn 
them as gods, and f ollowed their religious 
dictations. The Brahmins declar: d that 
there was Silvation lor the men, but none 
for the women. This carri I such, wretch­ 
edness to the hearts of mothers that it 
caused demoral'aition among the people. 
The Brahmins saw that they had made a 
m'fftke, but did not dare revoke their 
decree for fear ‘.hey would lose the?r pr 


the white book, and showed its effects on 
preparing the minds of the people to re 
ceive Christianity. 
According to this 
legend, which was firmly believed by the 
Karens, God once liycd on earth. Men 
b came sinful and God tried to get them to 
rcfoiin, but they would not hearken, anc 
God id sorrow took his departure. 
He 
left, however, words of instruction to differ' 
ent tribes, some being written on leaves, 
some on bark, others on stone, and to the 
Karens he left his words written on leath* 
er. 
Ile did this because the Karens were 
a careless people. They called this ‘the 
white book” because it was pure and holy. 
God left it to an old man to take care of, 
tor the old men in Burmah are greatly re­ 
spected. After God had goue away the 
old man put the book in the eaves of the 
thatched roof of his house for safe keeping, 
but a rain came one day and the book was 
wet. The old man took it oat of Its hiding 
place, aud put it on a stump to dry out In 
the suushioo, aud 
then 
went 
about 
his daily work. While ho was gone, the 
wind blew the book off the stump, and a 
dog soon alter came along and picking up 
the book ran West with it The old woman 
saw the dog carrying it off, aud gave 
chase, but could not catch him. 
Tho old 
rn iii on returning found “tho white book” 
go ac forever. 
Ile felt rallier glad, as he 
had become tired of tho responsibility of 
keeping charge ut the book, but soon the 
people became very wicked, and sin pre­ 
vailed. Then alt wished that they had the 
book bick, thai they might be guided by 
it, aud become good. 
For hundreds of 
ye irs ibis book was prayed tor. They be­ 
lieved that God would send it back from 
the VV - 
Every dying lather or mother 
would implore the children not to forget 
the white book,aud thus they watched aud 
waited Mr its return. 
When tho mission­ 
ary brought to them tho Bible, and they 
began to read it in their owu language, 
they 
ueclarui It 
was the 
white book 
brought back to them out of the West. 
They Were ready to receive it, and anxious 
to foliow us teachings. 
The speaker told of some of the marked 
changes which it had caused. 
Tne eleva­ 
tion of women, the bettering of morals, 
tho 
iuci\.i.je 
of 
reverence, 
all 
of these and many other good effects had 
followed. The people bad learued to read 
aa- write their owu language, which they 
never did before, as the language had not 
beeu systemized before, and iu fact wt s not 
a language.
